I, Hat WOOL-is one of the principal Native Commodities of the Kingdons 
FT of England and Ireland ; and that therefore the chief benefit and gdyantage 
thereof onght to redound unto the Sub jeRs and Inhabitants of the ſ. me, and 

not to the Subjes or Inhabirants of zny other Realm whatſoever. - 
IT. That the manufaRuring ef the F/ © O L, is one of the chiefe means ſor the employ- 
ing and maintaining all the Poor of this Kingdom, —— And that the prokic ariſing to 
the Nation by the manufaQuring thereof is v=ry much greater chen the profic Yhat sriſerh 
by the Wool it ſelf , which profit is wholly lo unto this Nation, and put into the hands 

_ of Forreigners , if the Exportation of Wool (hould be permitced. 

I1T. Tbatthere are wultitudes of Poor in this Kingdome ready to ſtarye for lack of 
Employment, And that there are People enough in England to Manutaaife@ the Woo! 
of both Kingdoms : —— And that therefore that the great Cheapneſs of Woo! doth 


not ariſe irom being of a greater Quanticy than can be ManufaQured in this Wacom : 
but froin the waut of a ſufficient vent for it when ManufaRured, 


1. And chat the preat want of vent for our Engliſh Manufa@ure doth ariſe from the 
great reſtraint that is laid upon the Trade of this Kingdom , by the Eaſt-1ndia and Guinny 
Companies : thoſe two Companies having Monopoliſed co themſelves the fole Trade of 
above haif the World; utterly excluding all otter His Majeſtics Subje&s from T:ading 
unto any of the places within either of their Charters , though they neither do, or can, 


{nd ont neer ſo much of our Woollen ManufaRures, as would be ſent out, if there were 
no ſuch Monopolies. 


2, Fiom the incollerable Impoſitions that are laid npon the ManufaQure of England 
abrcad by the French King and others ; and ac home, by che preſent Eaſt-Indis- Company, 
who have laid ten pounds noon every piece of Woollen Cloch , fiyz pounts upon every 
Cloth Raſh, three pounds upon every Woollen or Worſt:e Stuff, five pounds upon e= 
ve: y piece of Bayes2that is ſent by any, bur themſelves,unto any part within cheir Charter. 

If theretore th's Honourable Houſe would be pleaſed to take care , 


I. That all 1mpoſitions Jaid npon our Woollen Manufaiture by any fortizn Prince 
or Stat: whatever ſince the year 1660 , ſhould ſpeedily be taken off. 

I. That the Foynt Stocks of Eaſt-India aud Guinny Companies, ſhould be diſ- 
ſolved, and thoſe Trades put under the Government of ſuch Regulated Com- 
panies , into which any of his MajeRies Subjefts might equally and freely be 
admincd, and might at any time ſend out as much of our Woollen Manufa- 
care and to as many places as they ſhanld ſee fit. | 

It is humbly conceived , Thar the price of Wooll , would ſpeedily riſe, 

the poor of this Nation be employcd and maintained, the Clothicr grow rich, 
the Trade of Merchants be much bettered , the Navigation increaſed , and 
conſequently the Riches and Stock of the whole Kingdom be much advanced. 

Burzonthe contrary , That the Exportation of Wooll (though it may be 

much fofhe preſent profit of a few particular perſons) would unavoidably 
tend to the taking away the employment and maintenance of moſt of the poor 
of thisNation , and to the poverty of the Clothier, the damage of the Mer- 


chant, the decreaſe of the Navigation , and conſequently the great loſs and * 
impoveriſhmeat of the Kingdom in general. —_
